Th e Oldh am suicide 
continues a 
live topic of conversation among th e 
best citizens of th is community , and 
many of th em are demanding th at an 
investigation 
be made. 
It 
m igh t 
prove fruitless, and be a source of an­ 
noy ance and th e cause of reopening 
th e wounds of sorrow to th e members 
of th e decedanta h ouseh old, but never­ 
th eless if any one h ad a finger direct­ 
ly or indirectly in h is death th e blood 
of th e suicide is on th eir ¡h ands and 
justice sh ould not be ch eated. 
Deputy Prosecutor Will L. Newbold 
contemplates making an investigation, 
if th ere are any developments or if 
th e least eluejpreeents itself and w ar­ 
rants an investigation. 
Mr. Newbold 
takes th e suicide th eory w ith a grain 
of salt and say s th at wh ile h e is not 
y et in a position to make any state­ 
ment, neverth eless h e Is sceptical. 
He 
paid a quiet visit to th e Oldh am farm 
Sunday and went over th e grounds. 
Mr. Newbold say s th at it would h ave 
been possible for some one to m urder 
th e man. and lay h im in th e position 
h e was found, m aking it appear as 
suicide. 
Dealing in th eories, h e said 
th at it was possible th at Mr. Oldh am 
h ad paid a visit to a Oonnersville 
banking institution, and th at h e m igh t 
h ave returned w ith a large amount of 
money in h is possession, and th at h e 
was followed to h is farm and after­ 
wards killed 
Or if h e h ad an enemy , 
th ey could well know th at h e went in­ 
to th o 
field each evening alone, to 
look after th e stock, and knowing th is, 
th ey could h ave easily planned and 
carried out th e murder. 
Mr. Newbold 
advanced several th eories, all conjec­ 
tures, of course, th at would give a 
lead to an investigation. 
But many people scout th e m urder 
th eory , and not a few are 
of 
th e 
opinion th at some one h ad to do with 
h is untim ely death . 
If th ere is any 
blackm ailing back of it all, as Depnty 
Prosecutor Newbold feels th at th ere 
m igh t h ave been, th en th e party or 
parties wh o were guilty of such work, 
were 
instrum ental 
in 
causing h is 
death . 
A proper investigation would 
lift th e cloud, and as fellow citizens 
and broth er to broth er, we owe th at 
much to society . 
It is known th at Mr. Oldh am h ad 
some few enemies, 
and one of h is 
most intim ate friends say s th at lie was 
m ortally and ph y sically afraid at all 
times. 
If h e h appened to be standing 
about wh en two men engaged in an 
argum ent h e would turn and walk 
away , and if a figh t or altercation 
started h e wouh i alway s h urry aw ay ; 
a spirit of fear seemed to pervade h is 
every th ough t. 
To a very intim ate friend in th e past 
few month s, lie h as talked of snicidiDg, 
but h e declared th at h e was afraid to 
die. 
It is understood th at h e h ad in­ 
quired of a ph y sician on th e better 
and easier way to die, and th at h e 
h ad finally decided to end h is ex istence 
by drowning. 
He dreaded death , and 
often spoke of th at fact, say ing th at 
h e wish ed it was all over. 
To close friends h e confided th at h e 
intended to end all, for h e feared ex ­ 
posure. intim ating th at h e h ad been 
th reatened w ith such , and th at h e did 
not h ave th e courage to face it. 
He 
said th at h e h adj lived in deadly fear 
of several parties for sometime and 
th at death was th e only avenne of es­ 
cape, y et h e could not bolster up th e 
nerve to die at h is own h and. 
If th e names of anvone h ave been 
dragged into th is case w ith out cause, 
an investigation will turn th at finger 
of suspicion from th em, and in th e 
end, w ill not h arm any one. 
One th ing is sure, Mr. Oldh am did 
not make up h is m ind until late F ri­ 
day afternoon to commit suicide, for 
h e h ad planned business engagements 
for th e following day , and wh y h e 
sh ould suddenly determ ine on th e m at­ 
ter is now th e question for th e investi­ 
gators to solve. 
Wh en a h uman life is taken, th e 
public demands to know th e reason 
wh y . 
Th ere m ust h ave been a mo­ 
tive th at actuated suicide. 
Th ere was 
a motive for suicide. 
And now it re­ 
mains for th e proper officials 
tute an investigation.

In politics, and in all his business 
dealings he was an honest man. 
We can only say: "A nother forest 
oak has fallen, stricken by mysterious 
cyclone, driven to death by an un­ 
known and unseen force.
